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FOREWORD 

We get a big ‘‘kick’’ out of thumbing through 
catalogues and bulletins for Variety Comments. Some- 
times our own selections are verified while at others 
we shudder and almost explode in disagreement. Real- 
izing that variation in soils, climate and planting great- 
ly affect performance of Gladiolus varieties, we do not 
mention either those with which we are unfamiliar or 
those which for the time at least do not warrant higher 
praise. 

We repeat our faith in the Michigan Gladiolus So- 
ciety Trial Garden at East Lansing and the other mem- 
bers of the National Trial Gardens group. After two 
years of operation in which flaws have been corrected, 
the years ahead promise great things for this and other 
Trial Gardens which weed out unworthy varieties and 
give praise where praise is due. 


Never An II] Wind 


Adverse weather conditions irritate most of us but 
perhaps they help us -to select varieties which can 
really ‘‘take it’’ in the field. 

The variety which most impressed us this year as 
it is grown unpampered in the field without irriga- 
tion and without huge feedings of fertilizer was Roger 
Arnett’s ‘““WHITE CHALLENGE.’’ Although he missed 
having top bloom for Boston, Binghampton, Cleveland, 
Ann Arbor, or Marinette, Roger exhibited three Grand 
Champions at large Michigan Regional Shows at East 
Lansing, Northeast Michigan Glad Show at Bay City, 
and Northwest Michigan Gladiolus Growers Show at 
Mesick. In addition to all these honors, WHITE CHAL- 
LENGE was also Reserve Champion to another of Rog- 
er’s unnamed seedlings at Coloma. In winning all of 
these honors WHITE CHALLENGE defeated magnifi- 
cent spikes of Leading Lady, Prosperity, Algonquin, Cor- 
ona, Vista Bonita, and Grand Opening..... 

Because of the ease of culture by average growing 
methods from sizes one to four, we predict that as 
soon as stock is more widely distributed WHITE CHAL- 
LENGE will replace Leading Lady as a leading show 
winner. 

We might add that WHITE CHALLENGE also 
shared first place honors at the Michigan Trial Gar- 
den (1947) with White Christmas and White Goddess. 
The latter two are by Carl Fischer and Winton Roberts. 


Favorite Varieties According to Color: 

WHITE: WHITE MAGIC, the Creamy WHITE GOD- 
DESS, and WHITE CHRISTMAS. Don’t forget SIL- 
VER WINGS and FAIR ANGEL. 

WHITE WITH MARKS: We think we've made our- 
selves clear about WHITE CHALLENGE. We still 
grow MARGARET BEATON in quantity. 

CREAM: LAKE PLACID in the field was more uni- 
form in spike than the beautiful LEADING LADY 
which it followed in blooming season. Few varie- 
ties can equal it in the prolific production of bulb- 
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lets that germinate. We don’t care for huge cream 
glads that only hold three florets open without 
special care. 


CREAM WITH MARKS: CORONA, despite its varia- 


ble color, reigns supreme in this class. 


LIGHT YELLOW: CRINKLE CREAM is finally get- 
ting the recognition it deserves. OREGON GOLD, 
though a bit late, is excellent. YELLOW RUF- 
FLES can produce breath-taking spikes, but is 
less prolific and uniform. GOLDEN STATE makes 
up in stature what it may lack in color. 


LIGHT YELLOW WITH MARKS: SIR GALAHAD and 
VEE CREAM, while not uniform, can be very 
beautiful. 


DEEP YELLOW: We still haven’t found a deep yellow 
to replace GOLDEN GODDESS. 


DEEP YELLOW WITH MARKS: For three years we 
have waited for Les Grout to introduce PERDITA, an 
excellent medium-sized exhibition yellow. 

CBUPE a SUIN soPO lec eLENZOFel RO sUEDULEAN bE? 
SUNLIGHT, and GOLD STANDARD. As a com- 
mercial variety MARKET QUEEN looks like one 
of the best for field performance. 

LIGHT ORANGE: OCTOBER SUNSHINE, JANET 
LEE, CHUNGKING looks like a Chinese Manderin. 

DEEP ORANGE: DRUM MAJOR, LARIME, BOLERO 
can be a very attractive novelty. 

LIGHT SALMON: VICTORY QUEEN, GLAMIS and 
PICARDY. 

DEEP SALMON: GENGHIS KHAN, SPIC AND SPAN. 
Also like DAWN GLOW and HARMAU. 

SCARLET: FIREBIRD for its brilliant color of high 
commercial value and TUNISIA, with its many 
open, for exhibition. 

LIGHT PINK: You pick them. There are too many 
and yet too few standouts. The color transition 
between pink, salmon, and light rose is so diffi- 
cult to distinguish that many varieties grown with 
different soil and fertilizer conditions might well 
belong in the other classes. We like LAVOLIER, 
BIG TOP, and -CANDYHEART. 

DEEP PINK: FABULOUS looks very good. Not often 
does a 200 glad make the grade but ARIA bids 
to out-win its famous parent NADIA. 

LIGHT -RED: OHIO NONPAREIL. ROYAL WIND- 
SOR. On the word of the greatest expert on Reds 
we will concede a place for MID-AMERICA as 
one of the best new light reds. 

MEDIUM RED: KING CLICK is better than ever. A 
new red, by Roger Arnett, NANCY was top scor- 
er at Massachusetts and Washington Trial Gar- 
dens. It was second by one-half per cent at Penn- 
syivania Trial Garden and scored eighty-one at 
Michigan Trial Garden. 

DARK RED: RED RASCAL, BLACK OPAL and BLACK 
MAGIC can all be good. 
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ROSE: We don’t like the wide range of colors that 
huddle under the heading ‘’Rose,’’ but we do like 
several varieties found there: PROSPERITY, 
ROSY LIGHT, FRANCIS M. IRWIN, MISS WIS- 
CONSIN, and BURMA. 

LAVENDER: Good lavenders include GRAND OPEN- 
ING, HUNTRESS (opened indoors), MINSTREL, 
HILDRED,, ELIZABETH THE QUEEN and ORCHID 
MARVEL. 

PURPLE: RANGOON is an excellent purple, though 
not as tall as desired. PURPLE SUPREME sstill 
ranks high. JACK POT, the plum, can be very 
outstanding. 

VIOLET: — (BLUE LAGOON PORGERAING BLUE, BLUE 
BEAUTY, BLUE ORCHID and perhaps ABU HAS- 
SAN are proving themselves among the violets. 

SMOKY: HIGH FINANCE, VOO DOO, and TECUM- 
SEH still win among the smokies, but better keep 
in touch. with ‘““UNCLE GEORGE.’’ 

A.O.C.: OKLAHOMA, the ruffled lilac smoke with 
its buff throat flushed with rose, is especially 
beautiful when used with buff glads or Johanna Hill 
roses. BUCKEYE BRONZE and KING TAN still top 
the fall shades. 


We do not list all the varieties in these 
comments and neither do we list any 
voriety purely to move our own stock. 
Many other varieties are good even of the 
older introductions. 


Thrips and Disease Control 

Our idea of well nigh perfect control would be 
Fall and Spring gassing of bulbs with Methyl Bromide 
in a_ specially prepared gas chamber. Just before 
planting, we like to use a _ five-minute dip in an 
agitated solution of Mercurous - Chloride (Calomel), 
One pound to five or ten gallons of water. This helps 
control Basal Rot, Hard Rot, Sclerotinia Scab. 

If unable to use this combination treatment, we 
still like the old reliable two-hour soaking, just be- 
fore planting, in Bichloride of Mercury solution pre- 
pared with one ounce to seven and one-half gallons of 
water, using wood or crock container but never metal 
containers. 

Field control is accomplished by standard sprays 
with Tartar Emetic, DDT or the newer 3422 insecticide. 
Consult instructions shipped with bulbs.

Large bulbs are one and one-quarter inches and 
up in diameter, and produce the finest show spikes. 

Medium bulbs measure three-quarters to one and 
One-quarter inches and produce very satisfactory blooms 
though the average spike is smaller than from large 
bulbs. 

Small bulbs are one-quarter to three-quarter inches 
and sometimes produce small spikes. They produce 
larger bulbs for next year. They are a good way to 
start in with new expensive varieties if your budget 
is limited. 

Bulblets seldom bloom and are often hard to germ- 
inate. Experienced growers know what to do and usu- 
ally peel all expensive varieties. Amateurs should try 
their hands at germinating low-priced bulblets or care- 
fully follow the advice of experienced growers.
